The caravan will arrive Monday, 
May 22, and will be located at 
the playgrounds at County High 
School where they will, be open 
for public viewing the following 
day from 11 a.m. to 11 p.m. Giv¬ 
ing some idea of the size of the 
caravan is the fact that it will 


require a quarter of a mile of 
highway clearance to permit safe 
travel.

This 
group was introduced by nominat¬ 
ing committee chairman Bill 
Richardson who promised con¬ 
tinued support of the past execu¬ 
tive to the present movement.

Offers were received 
to sell parts of the equipment but 
this course was felt to be un¬ 
satisfactory and it was decided to 
go ahead with the project as 
originally planned. Tours of 
others similar centres have been 
made and Vulcan’s building holds 
more promise than most others. 

In his remarks Bill Milne re¬ 
viewed the modern trend which 
leads to ‘‘More free time and more 
money for pople ... if you want 
to keep people here you must 
compete with cities in recreation.”

(Continued From Front Page) 
be as big a problem as it presently 
appears but that one danger of 
most projects of this nature, in¬ 
cluding Vulcan's is that of run¬ 
ning out of land for such a com¬ 
plex.

His contention 
is that an area comprising a mini¬ 
mum of 10 acres should 'be sought.

(Continued From Front Page) 
and attended by three local 
society members. 

Hon. Clark then gave a talk on 
the new youth program being set 
up which is divided into two main 
categories, athletic and recreation. 

He outlined the responsibilities 
of a recreation board and of a 
recreation director in co-ordinating 
community activities such as 
sports, arts, and craft etc., and in 
working with everyone in the 
community. 

Regarding grants the speaker 
said there are presently none 
which help build such facilities 
although other communities are 
making similar enquiries. He said 
the government does pay part of 
the director’s salary and it is pos¬ 
sible' this assistance will be in¬ 
creased. Conditional grants are 
available for the building of swim¬ 
ming pools and yearly leadership 
clinics for directors or others, re¬ 
creation school in summer and a 
recreation board workshop are all 
partially sponsored by the 
government. 

The possibility of Vulcan’s pro¬ 
ject coming under the Winter 
Works program was discussed and 
the group was urged to consider 
this in its plans as it can repre¬ 
sent 75 per cent of labor costs. 

Mr. Speaker felt Vulcan was off 
to a good start in their project 
judging by the enthusiasm shown 
at the meeting and acknowledged 
(hat Taber had trouble getting 
started in its recreation program 
but is now very well established.

AGRICULTURAL WORKERS 

A few weeks ago the represen¬ 
tative of the International Agricul¬ 
tural Exchange Program was in 
Vulcan. It was, I suppose the 
final trip of the season for Mr. 
Jolianson. We talked about the 
program und its strong points and 
its weak points. 

The basic program is one in 
which young people from the 
Scandinavian countries work a 
summer in Canada. Most can 
speak English and are trained or 
at least experienced in agriculture. 
The applicants to come to Canada 
are screened so the quality is 
high. 

The strong points are quite 
obvious, young, intelligent and 
hardworking farm labor at a 
reasonable wage. This alone is 
good reason to be interested dur¬ 
ing these days of scarce farm 
labor. The weak point last year 
was the lack of enough young 
people to fill the applications by 
Canadian farmers. Also some of 
the farmers who had applied for 
Agricultural Exchange Employees, 
weren't notified until late in the 
winter. 

This year, Mr. Johanson says 
that both of these problems will be 
eliminated or at the very least 
minimized. There will be more 
young people applying to come to 
this area and early notification 
will be the rule not the exception. 
No farmer in the county, who ap- 
jjlij^j^oi^an^^Agricultural^xchanze 
Employee should have to wait 
long for a reply.

As much a part of Alberta as 
her mountains'.and prairies is 
clean, fresh air. To see that it 
stays that way, constant vig¬ 
ilance is maintained by the 
Sanitary Engineering Branch 
of the Alberta Department 
of Public Health. Under the 
regulations which the Branch 
administers, all industries 
and municipalities must ex¬ 
ercise efficient control of pol¬ 
lution, not only of air, but of 
water as well. Sanitary En¬ 
gineering experts keep a 
sharp eye out to make sure 
these rules are observed. Pos¬ 
sible water and air pollution 
sources are under constant 
surveillance. Regular sam¬ 
pling programs are carried 
out to ensure that the efflu¬ 
ents released to the air and 
to the rivers are kept within 
the approved limits and that 
the quality of the air and 
water is maintained at a 
good standard.

Although lumber production 
in the Province is increasing 
every year, the “green gold” 
of Alberta's forests is NOT 
being depleted, thanks to the 


sustained yield policy mailt, 
tallied by the Forest Manage¬ 
ment Branch of the Alberta 
Forest Service, Department 
of Lands and Forests. Simply 
speaking, "sustained yield” 
means that, for every tree 
felled, one, and even two, 
should replace the original 
and that the yearly cut in 
any area should not exceed 
the yearly growth. To assist 
in maintaining forest growth 
and to help ensure a per¬ 
petual supply of timber for 
the Province, the Alberta 
Forest Service has planted 
over one million tree seed¬ 
lings in the past few years.
